Board, ana then, 
said: : 

“ This grand jury was selected by a Repub- 
lican Sheriff, and, as lam informed, is made 
up of nineteen Republicais and four Demo- 
crats.”” |

There were a great many instances of in- 
timidation brought to the attention of the 
jury, and cases almost without number where 
ballots had heen thrown out in the count at 
the December election on alleged technicali- 
ties. It is expected some strong testimony 
will be obtained by the jury today. 


John N, Jewett's Argument. 


When court opened yesterday morning John 
N. Jewett made an argument sustaining the 
right of the court to compel the Election Com- 
missioners to produce the ballots before the 
jury. He called attention to Mr. Mayer hav- 
ing avoided a discussion of the’ real issue in 
hisargument, and to his having courted an 
adverse decision that the Election 
Commissioners night get a *final. de- 
cision that would settle the points in- 
volved once for all. Mr. Jewett attacked 
the position taken by one attorney that the 
grand jury could not investigate matter not 
mentioned in the charge of the court. He re- 
called one or two cases in support of the 
point. He next gave attention to the case re- 
ferred to by Mr. Mayer in the Wisconsin re- 
ports and stated it had no application. The 
election was for a City Clerk at Chippewa 
Falls. He said the statute required that the 
ballots be destroyed in thirty days an® that it 
was held the court before whom the case was 
tried had no jurisdiction.. The action was also 
‘commenced after the thirty days’ limitation 

had expired. 

_ The Missouri case made so much of by the 
respondents, Mr. Jewett said, was a matter of 
policy of that State, and he argued the same 
in reference to the much-quoted California 
case. He held there was no such policy in 
this State and he hoped there never would be. 
He pointed to the Mackin case, when the law 
was the same as it is now, and said to put out 
of the way such material evidence would be a 
serious infraction in the purpose of criminal 
investigation. He said it was impossible to 
punish some offenses without the ballots, and 
he read from the election law the section upon 
which the Commissioners hang their case that 
the ballots shall be opened oniy in the County 
Court in cases of contests. 

** Does this mean,”’ he said, *‘ that in an in- 
vestization of a criminal character those bal- 
lots shall remain boxed’ up in the hands of 
this public officer, or doves it mean the officer 
having them in charge shall not voluntarily 
break the seals? The law dves not intend to 
place the ballots béyond the reach of the court 
where they become necessary to detect fraud. 
These officials are holding the ballots simply 
as the agents of the public for such purposes 
as they can be made use of under the law. There 
no prohibition in” this law. If there is no 
prohibition then they are within the jurisdic- 
tion of the court. The law as it now stands 
does not intend to interfere with the power 
of the court or a rule of evidence. It does 
not say they shall only be brought before the 
court where there is a contest, but shall be 
opened only ir®the presence of the court in 
the case of a contest.’’ 


Mayer and the Court Cross Sworda. 


After Mr. Jewett Mr. Boyle spoke, and the 
eensation followed.

At the office of Justice Foster, where 
it is said the warrants were sworn 
out April 25, both © the Justice 
and his assistants claim to have 
no knowlege of the existence of.the docu- 
ments and say further the official records 
show nothing by which they can refresh their 
memories. The information that came to 
Dickson was that after the warrants were is- 
sued they were placed in the hands of the 
Mooney & Boland agency for service. W. J. 
Sutherland. manager of the agency, says 
Dickson’s uneasiness about his having war- 
rants for his arrest is news tohim. M. C. Mc- 
Dondald said that he knew nothing of any 
scheme involving Dickson. 


GRAND TREASURER SIMSROTT MISSING. 


Switchmen’s Aid Association Meets in Ev- 
ansville Without an Officer. 

EVANSVILLE, Ind., May 16.—-[Special.]— W. 
H. Simsrott, the Grand Secretary and Treas- 
urer of the Switchman’s Mutuai Aid Associa- 
tion, is missing. The third day’s session of 
the biennial convention has passed, but no 
word has been received from him, nor has 
anything been heard as to his whereabouts. 
All hope of his being here has about been 
abandoned. No one has any idea what has be- 
come of him. Even his wife at Chicago, unless 
she has learned recently, does not know. 
She wrote wrote a letter to an officia] of the 
switchman’s organization, aow in Evans- 
ville,asking if her husband had arrived in 
this city. This official did not reply to the 
letter directly, but he wired the brother of 
Simsrott on the Chicago police. Mr. 
Simsrott’s annual report and all his 
books are entirely satisfactory. When 
the Secretary-Treasurer. failed to arrive 
Monday a cammittee was dispatched to Chi- 
cago to .inquire after him and to secure 
his records. At the Grand Lodge ‘rooms in 
Chicago the d@&ired documents were found, 
and an investigation of them proves that 
they are in all respects complete and as they 
should be, Yesterday morning Mr. Sims- 
rott’s annual report as Financial Secretary of 
the association was read, Grand Organizer 
Miles W. Barrett of Chicago said tonight: 
I do not know what to think of Simsrott’s 
disappearance. It occurs to me that he might 
have been waylaif by persons thinking he 
carried the order’s funds.”

CHICAGO INSPEOTORS TRAVEL FAR 
ON A SMALLPOX TRAIL. 


Mrs. Kate “Kelly, the Object of Their 
Quest, Is Fotind at Last Wandering 
About tn the City HalleShe Is Sent to 
This City by the Peoria Authorities, 
Traveling in a Coach with Many Other 
Passengers#Physicians from the Health 
Office Try to Head Off the Train. 

( Katie Kelly, the smallpox patient whom.the 
good: Samaritans of Peoria shipped to Chi- 
cago to save their town from contagion, led 
half a dozen medical inspectors a_ lively 
dance yesterday morning. After journeying 
nearly 100 miles into Lllinows before day- 
break to head her off they returned disgusted 
and worn out only tostum ble across the object 
of their search in the City Hall. 

It was somewhere about 1 a. m. when the 
health officers learned that Katie had been 
kindly, provided with a ticket for Chicago by 
the philanthropists of the home of the whisky 
tiust. Commissioner Reynolds sent a hot 
message to that burg and Secretary McCarthy 
did likewise. These messages brought forth 
a rejoinder from the station agent stating that 
in his opinion the woman was not suffering 
from any contagious disease, and that she had 
taken the 11:30 Rock Island train for Chi- 
cago. In ten minutes a plan of campaign 
was organized. Dr. Potter and five vuccina- 
tors and assistant physicians were suinmoned 
and told to intercept that womun before she 
got to Chicago and to quarantine the entire 
train if necessary. The only way to get at 
the train betore it reached town was to catch 
the fast mail on the Rock Island which leaves 
here at 3a.m. A permit from the postaftice 
authorities was necessary to obtain passage on 
this newspaper flyer. It.took some little time 
to get this, but two minutes before starting 
time the party, accompanied bya reporter for 
THe Trreuns, piled into the car. Then the 
chase after Katie commenced. 

Prepared to Fight the Pest. 

The doctors were ready to *‘do business ”’ if 
they found that the object of their search was 
a victim of the pest. Dr. Potter had thought- 
fully stowed away 500 vaccine points in his 
pockets andthe garments of his assistants 
fairly bulged with sulphur candles and other 
fumigants. When the train slowed up at 
Joliet a telegrain was dropped off to Secre- 
tary of the State Board of Health Scott ask- 
ing for permission to quarantine the train 
outside the city limits if it was thought expe- 
dient so todo. Morris, nearly seventy miles 
from Chicago, was selected as the place for 
boarding the incoming train. The ‘ Mail ”’ 
deposited its passengers there at 4:40 a. mn. 
and if. everything had gone smoothly twelve 
minutes later half a dozen doctors wouid 
have been hunting for Katie.: But things 
went wrong from the moment that village 
was reached. The Peoria train was thirty 
minutes late and as there had been a circus in 
town the night before the proprietor and chef 
of the only café was too lazy to get up and 
prepare breakfast for the strangers. Finally 
No. 3 hove in sight. It only slowed up for 
about half asecond, but that was long enough, 
and when the gang burst in on the conductor 
that iodividual sized its members up as train 
robbers. He wanted tickets; they had none. 

‘* Passes?”

** Transportation?” 

** No.” 

‘*Well, I guess I'll put you off.”

Search Among Passencers 

Then an inspection of the travelers was 
commenced which had its ludicrous side. 
Women objected to being awakened simply to 
deny that their name was Kate Kelly, and 
when the-word smailpox was uttered some of 
the passengers almost had fits. The train 
was a long one, consisting of two immigrant 
ears, three chair coaches, and six. sleepers. 
Everybody was examined either orally or by 
vision, but Katie was not among them, and 
the race across country had apparently been 
useless. It was not absolutely in vain, for a 
number of the passengers seized the oppor- 
tunity and overadozen vaccine points were 
used. 

While the doctors were bemoaning ther ill 
luck.and saying unkind things about the man 
who saw Katie depart via the Rock Island, a 
man from Peoria suddenly slapped his hand 
to his forehead and said: 

* By gum. it was her I'll bet a penny.” 

The man said that while smoking his last 
cigar before getting on the sleeper he had 
seen a policetnan escort a woman to the Wa- 
bash trai which left Peoria at 11:40, the of.- 
ticer of the law carrying a paper bag and 
walkingabout fifteen or twenty feet behind his 
charge. Another consultation of war was 
held. It was decided to wire the Central Sta- 
tion, telling the officer in charge to instruct 
the Englewood police to hold the Wabash 
train at Englewood until the arrival of the 
health officers, no one to be allowed to leave 
the cars. This plan was frustrated, howe ver, 
by the failure of the Rock Island train to stop 
at a station. 

Race After an (Infected Train. 

Then the conductor was appealed to. If 
the train was on time it would be possible to 
intercept the Wabash at Englewood: but the 
train was twenty minutes late. Could the en- 
gineer make it up? The accommodating man 
at the throttle would try, and he did his best. 
When heslackened at the. Sixty-third street 
station seven men jumped to the platform, 
climbed the viaduet; and _ were whirled to the 
Wabash depot. But they were too late: too 
late in fact to keep the passengers from sep- 
arating, for the train had been in the Dear- 
born street depot five minutes. Half an hour 
later three doctors were carefully scrutiniz- 
ing every Woman in the depot waiting-room, 
but there was no Katie to gladden their eyes. 
The others went to the division superintend- 
ent of the Wabash and tothe local superin- 
tendent of the Wagner Car company, it being 
thought possible that the good Samaritans of 
Peoria might have been generous enough to 
provide Katie with a lower berth. This 
proved a cold trail, however, the porter say- 
ing he only brought three passengers from 
Péoria and they were men. The train itself 
had Been sent to the yards, the conductor had 
gone home, and after ail this chasing and 
tearing around Katie’s whereabouts were as 
much a mystery as ever. The conductor's 
address was obtained, but before the medical 
sieuths did any more work they resolved to 
visit the Health Department in the City Hali. 

Object of Quest Found at Last. 

Just as they entered that structure they 
stumbled overa young woman who was try- 
ing to read the signs on the office transoms. 
The young woman had an assortment of 
postules on her face—she said she knew she 
had the smallpox—and she was looking for the 
Health Départinent: 

“What is your name?” asked Dr. Potter as 
an awful suspicion came over him. 

** Kate Kelly.” 

‘* Where did you come from?” 

** Peoria.”’ 

‘*On what line?’’ 

‘The Wabash.” 


detention at the smallpox hospital in Indian- 
apolis she occupied a room separated only by 
a thin board partition fromm two serious and 
well-developed smallpox patients. The day 
after she was discharged she began to have 
high fever, pains in the back. headache, and 
other symptoms of smallpox infection. These 
symptoms increased to such an extent that 
she says she was delirious for three days, 
when she found herself in Peoria. Tuesday 
an eruption apperaed on her forehead and or 
either side of her nose. Katie declared that 
the county physician at Peoria pronounced 
her case smallpox. She told him she already 
had had smallpox and desired to leave Peo- 
ria. Her transportation was accordingly fur- 
nished by the city authoritig3, but by whom 
she does not know. 

Katie was taken tothe pesthouse, the car 
on which she came to town was sidetracked 
and fumigated, and the only thing so far un- 
done is the sendimg of a letter to Peoria, 
which Dr. Reynolds says he is going to sit up 
late tonight to write, 

Dr. M. H. Garland of No. 332 Maple street, 
who is a member of the American Anti-Vac- 
cination League and who has issued a call 
for a mass-mneeting to protest against com- 
pulsory vaccination in Englewood Saturday 
night, called at Mayor Hopkins’ office yester- 
day morning with a petition against vac- 
cination signed by about 100 people. He re- 
quested the Mayor to reeall his proclamation 
requiring all persons to be vaccinated within 
ten days on the rtrength of the petition.

~~ H. O. Stone yesterday donated the fur- 
niture she was about to burn to the pest- 
house for the use of patients. 

Dr. Spaulding visited the Chinese quarter 
yesterday and tried to induce the Mongolians 
to become vaccinated. Most of them showed 
scars, made before their entrance into this 
country. Sam Moy and other leaders prom- 
ised to use their influence to bring about a 
general revaccination.

place. It was possible, he said, that some of 
the physicians at Fort Wayne had used a lance 
to scarify the skin and had not cleansed the 
blade properly.

General Assembly Opens Its Deliberations 
at Saratoga, N. Y, 

SaraToGa, N. Y., May 16.—[Special.}]— 
Commissioners to the one hundred and sixth 
session of the General Assembly of the Pres- 
byterian Church, which convenes tomorrow 
morning, have been arriving allday.

KELLY’S MARINES IN AN ENGAGEMENT 


Buttermilk Causes a Battle with the Na- 
tives of Eldon, Ia, 

Ortumwa, Ia., May 16.—([Special.|—The 
first naval engagement of Kelly’s common- 
wealers occurred this morning at Eldon, four- 
teen miles south of this city. The preliminary 
skirmish occurred last night. As a boat- 
ful of Kelly’s sailors came a‘tong a farmer sig- 
ualed for them to come ashore and get a tub 
of buttermilk. The sailors accepted the offer, 
but when they attempted to land the special 
deputies rushed at them and before any ex- 
pianation could be offered one of the Kelly 
tars had been clubbed into insensibility and 
another had a rib broken with a stone. 
The fracas intensified the feeling already ex- 
isting between the Kellyites and the Rock Isl- 
and force and this morning the battle was 
renewed. Eldon people had designated a 
spot for the camp and another schooner of 
sailors attempted to land. There was another 
rush of the Rock Island officials and the Kel- 
lyites were prepared for it. They defended 
themselves with willow clubs and Charles 
Martin was knocked senseless, Kelly’s fol- 
lowers seeing the battle jumped into their 
scows and pulled for the scene to aid their 
comnrades.

EX-DIREOTOR BEAMAN’S OPINION 
OF OHICAGO TERMINALS. 


At the Time of Their Parchase, However, 
for $18,000,000 by the Northern Pacific 
He Considered Them a Bargain=—The 
Rock Fork Deal, He Believes, Has Also 
Been Unfortunate for the Company= 
Gov. Peck’s Bid for the Receivership= 
Chicagoans Go Abroad. 

New Yorx, May 16.—[Special.]—Charles 
©, Beaman continued. his testimony in the 

Northern Pacific bearing before Master in 


Chancery Alfred L. Cary today. Mr. 
Beaman was a director at the time 
Henry Villard controlled the road. In 
reply to questions regarding . the 


discussion among the directors as to the price 
to be paid for the Chicago terminals, Mr. 
Beaman said he had personally examined 
the properties before they were purchased, 
and he considered them vety valuable, 
The price paid, $18,000,000, he thought 
at that time was not too large. Any person 
was liable.to err, and he was no exception to 
the general rule. He was now of the opinion 
that too large a price was paid for the 
Chicago _ terininals, He saw. that he 
had made a mistake. Mr. Beaman said 
that, in speaking of the Chicago terminal 
properties yesterday, and also in his report on 
the valuation of the terminal properties, he 
did not mean to be understood as mcliding 
the Chieago and Calumet property, and had 
not so stated either yesterday or in his re- 
port. The Calumet road was considered 
a valuable addition to or a part to the 
terminal properties by reason of its 
geographical position, but it was not 
considered until after the meeting in January 
at which the other matter had beén arranged.

They Take Fuel Consigned tv Shippers 
and Buy Where They Can,

The Berwin White company, which 
hoids a large number of steamer contracts, 
has ordered about 20,000 tons from Wales, 
6,000 tons of which is on the way,

GRAND ARMY MEN WILL MEET IN 
BLOOMINGTON NEXT YEAR. 


Lecation for the Twenty-ninth Annual 
Encampment Is Picked Out Without 
Any Discussion — The Ex-Governor 
Makes a Brief Address and the Roys 
Decide—Retiring Commander Blodgett’s 
AddressAdj. Spink'’s Report—W hat the 
Ohio Veterans Did at Their Reunion, 


Rockrorp, Ill... May 16. —{Special.] — 
Bloomington will have the twenty-ninth en- 
campment of the G. A. R., Department of, 
Illinois. There was no opposition, and after 
ex-Gov. Fifer had made the plea for his home 
town the selection was made by a rising and 
unanimous vote. This is the firat time there 
has been no fight for the location. 

The encampment was called to order at 10 
o’clock by Commander Blodgett, and Com- 
mander-in-Chief Adams made an address, 
felicitating the order upon its growth 
and the good it accomplishes. This was fol- 
lowed by a semi-social session, in which 
presentations and responses were the marked 
feature.

gett a big bouquet, and before the latter could 
make suitable acknowledgments Col. Isaac 
Clements, speaking for the department, pre- 
sented him‘ with a diamond-studded gold 
badge and a cane cut from the battlefield of 
Wilson Creek. Another beautiful badge was 
given to Adjutant Fred Spink, who made a 
happy speech of thanks. The remainder of 
the forenoon session wis devoted to the pre- 
sentation of the claims of St, Paul and Louis- 


ville for the national encampment. Com- 
mander Van Zandt of the department 
of Minnesota was eloquent in behalf 


of the first born of the twins, and he was ap- 
plauded at the end, but Marmaduke Bowden, 
a young Louisville attorney, eclipsed -any- 
thing in the way of speechmaking yet heard 
at this encampment in advocating the claims 
of his city.

Operators Offer 65 Cents for Pittsburg ana 
56 Cents for Ohioc Districts, but the 
Men Insist on the Old Rates and Say

FARM BUSINESS CONDITIONS CHANGE. 


> Farm Risks Are Not Considered So Desira- 


ble as They Were Ten Years Ago. 

'*Conditions have entirely changed in the 
last decade regarding farm business,’’ said a 
prominent insurance manager yesterday. 
‘*Rates have gone up all over the country, 
but the ratio of increase has been greater in 
the East'than in the West. There was a time 
when farm business in the East was in the 
same demand that good dwelling risks are 
now. It was profitable to the companies and 
the West was discriminated against in the 
matter.of rates, A farim risk in New York, 
for example,*was written for about half the 
premium demanded for a_ similar risk 
in Illinois. The last census report 
on farms and farm properties gives 
a hint of the reason why companies have 
lost interest in Eastern farm business. 
It shows that during the last ten years the 
values of farm improvements east of Ohio 
have declined, while west of Ohio there have 
been rapid increases. Farm business East has 
been on the down grade, and farm buildings 
have been depreciating so that they are 
scarcely insurable. In a number of States 
farm risks have been put on the prohibited 
list by some companies and other companies 
are demanding advances in premium rates. 
There is an element in farm insurance which 
did not enter into it twenty years ago. It is 
recognized by all insurance managers and

FOUR ACRES OF BUILDINGS BURNED. 


Pancing Pavilions and Dwellings in Jones’ 
Wood, New York, Destroyed by Flames. 
New York, May 16.—Fire starting in 

wooden buildings in an inclosure known as 

Jones’ Wood at Avenue A and Sixty-eighth 

street today spread over four blocks be- 

tween Sixty-seventh and Seventy-first streets, 

Avenue A and the East River. Over $200,- 

000 damage was done. rifty horses were 

burned to death and a number of persons 

were injured. 


Twelve minutes after the discovery of the 


flames the enormous dancing pavilion, the 
two tiers of seats, and the galleries of the 
Woods were a mass of flames. A stiff south- 
west wind carried the flames toward the 
river. Then the wind changed again and 
turned the flames toward Avenue A. The 
fire seized the flimsy buildings and in five 
minutes the great wooden towers at the en- 
trance of the Woods in Avenue A were burn- 
ing, together with the line of buildings along 
Sixty-eighth street. The buildings on the 
north side of Sixty-seve~th street also caught. 
A fire engine was buried beneath the ruins 
and crushed and twisted out of shape. Ten- 
ants of the buildings burned were unable to 
save their effects. 

The stone works of B. A. & N. G. Williams 
were destroyed. The docks at the fvot of 
Sixty-eighth and Seventieth streets were con- 
sumed, as were also the buildings and plaut 
of the East River Gas company. . 

Mrs. Mary Reilly, a widow, had her leg 
broken in jamping from we window of her 
home. Fireman Richard T. Moore in going 
to the fire was thrown from his truck, the 
wheels of which passed over and fatally in- 
jured him. Battalion Chief John Fisher was 
thrown from his wagon and severely bruised. 

FARWELL, Neb., May 16.—[Special.|—Fire 
destroyed most of the business portion of this 
town situated on the north side of the rail- 
road track—the old town of Posen. The fire 
started in a hotel at 10:30 o’clock this morn- 
ing, and that building, with a saloon, hard- 
ware, and itnplement ‘stores, was soon con- 
sumed.

Bostoyx, Mass., May 16.—A

Other Municipal Affairs. 


Mayor Hopkins began to force the fight 
against the St. Charles Air line yesterday by 
ordering the Commissioner of Public Works 
to proce with the enforcement of Ald. 
O’Neill’s order: that the tracks be removed 
from Michigan and Wabash avenues and 
Clark and State streets. His Honor wants 
this done within ten days. He bases his ac- 
tion upon an opinion by Acting Corporation 
Counsel Zeisler that the Illinois Central has 
no right to maintain the double tracks (St. 
Charles Air line) in Sixteeth street from In- 
diana avenue to the river. The Mayor’s idea 
now is to force the issue into the courts for 
final decision. 

‘‘I did send such an order several days 
ago,’’ said Commissioner Jones, when told to 
go ahead by the Mayor yesterday. 

** How was it worded?” . . 

**] sent a copy of the order as passed by the 
Council.” 

‘That won’t do,’’ replied the Mayor. ‘I 
want an order specifically directing the com- 
pany to remove thuse tracks within ten’days 
sent to the proper officials of the company.”’ 

Commissioner Jones will send the order at 
once, 

Mr. Zeisler said, when ‘the case was first 
presented to him after it had been an- 
nounced that the attorneys of the railroad 
company depended upon a special act of the 
Legislature of 1865 to maintain the tracks, 
that act did not give the company the right 
to maintain any tracks thrown across streets 
in this city unless the Council had first given 
permission for the crossing of these streets. 
He has found in the study of the question no 
reason tu change,that view. The feature of 
the opinion, however, is that the special act 
of the Legislature upon which the railroad 
company relies only gave permission for the 
joint ownership of a line then existing in 
Chicago and that it did not allow the further 
construction of tracks. The absence of uau- 
thority for the construction, maintenance, 
and operation of more than one line of tracks 
he considers absolutely certain; as to the 
right to one track he admits there is doubt, 
but is inclined to think there was no absolute 
authority for that, as the ordinance under 
which the Sixteenth street line was built speci- 
fied that the company might build on 
Twelfth street or south of Twelfth street, the 
exact route to be designated by the Council. 
He claims there is no record of such designa- 
tion by the Council, 


Points in the Opinion, 


The salient pointsin theopinion are as 
follows: 

The only authority for the maintenance of 
th »se tracks from the corporate authorities of Chi- 
cago is found in Sec. 4 of an ordinance concern- 
ing the Illinois Central railroad, passed June 14, 
1852. It gives permission and richt of way to 
construct and maintain “a side track ’’ from 
its main track, beginning at or south of Twelfth 
street, proceeding through said street or such 
line as may be prescribed by the Council, 
westerly tothe South Branch of the Chicago 
River. You will observe that authority is given 
for the construction of one track only. This 
track was to be laid either through Twelfth 
street or such other line as would be prescribed 
by the Council. 

] have been unable to finda record of any 
action by the Common Conncil prescribing the 
line for the construction of the track referred to 
in Sec. 4 of the ordinance mentioned. And it is 
oa whether, in the absence of a formal 
designation by the Council of the particular line, 
the railroad obtained the right to lay out its 
railroad north of. Sixteenth street, where it was 
actually located. But one thing is absolutely 
certain: that the ordinance of June 14, 1852, 
did not authorize the laying down of more than 
one track between the main line of the Lllinois 
Central railroad and the South Branch of the 
Chicago River. 

Mr. Ayer, however, takes the position that the 
Illinois Central and other roads derived from an 
act of the Legislature of [Illinois approved Feb. 
16, 1865, the right to construct and maintain 
other tracks in addition to the one authorized by 
the ordinance of June 14, 1852. That act pro- 
vides that it shall be competent and lawful for 
the companies interested to own jointly and 
jointly to maintcin and operate “that piece of 
railroad situate in the City of Chicago and Coun- 
ty of Cook, now constructed and used by them, 
extending from a point on the east bank of the 
South Branch of the Chicago River north of and 
near Eighteenth streot, where their railroad 
bridge crosses said branch, eastward to the junc- 
tion with the Illinois Central railroad, at or near 
the round-house of the latter company.”’ 

The act also authorized the companies to 
jointly own and maintain “‘such side tracks and 
other tracks as now are or may hereafter be con- 
structed and used by them in connection with 
said piece of railroad.”’ 


Does Not Allow Construction. 


It seems to me quite clear that the act in qnes- 
tion does not purport to authorize the consfruc- 
tion of any railroad track; Its only object is to 
confer power upon the railroad companies to 
jointly own and maintain certain tracks, inas- 
much as without such express authority from 
the Legislature these various railroad companies 
would not have had the power to jointly main- 
tain and operate the same. The act does ‘not 
peer’ to legalize the maintenance of any track 

aid without authority, nor does it purport to 
confer upon the company authority to thereafter 
lay any tracks without obtaining such right 
from the authorities capable of granting the 
same. 

That this is the proper construction of the act 
in question appears beyond doubt from its title, 
which reads as follows: *‘An act to enable the 
Illinois Central railroad company, the Chicago, 
Rurlington and Quincy railroad company, .the 
Michigan Central railroad company. and the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern railroad company (late 
Galena and Chicago Union railroad company) to 
own jointly a certain piece of laitvoed in the 
City of Chicago.”’ Art. 3, Sec. 23 of the Consti- 
tution of 1848, which was in force at the time of 
the passage of the act of Feb. 16, 1865, provides 

hat ‘‘ No private orlocal law which shall be 
passed by the General Assembly shall embrace 
more than one subject and that shall be ex- 
pressed in the title.’’ It will be observed that 
the only subject expressed in the title of the act 
of Feb. 16, 1865, is to enable the companies men- 
tioned to jointly own a certain piece of railroad. 
In the act of June 14, 1852, the Legislature par- 
ticularly expressed that said company may con- 
struct such lateral branch “on such terms and 
conditions and in such manner as may be stipu- 
lated between the Council of said .City of Chica- 
go and the saidc mpany.”’ 

The claim, therefore, that by the act of Feb. 16, 
1865, the Legislature intended to authorize the 
construction of any track across public streets of 
the city without the consent of its Council is ut- 
terly unreasonable. Suchaclaim could only be 
based.upon unequivocel language in the act, but 
“ should not be left to be derived by doubtful 
implication from the generality of language, 
which does not unmistakably manifest the inten- 
tion to give such permission.”’ ©. D. and V. R. R. 
company vs. Chicago, 121 LiL, 173 (182). 


Acquiescence Is Not an Estoppel. 


Mr. Ayer stated to you that he was unable to 
inform you as tothe time when the second track 
was laid, but claims that it has been in existence 
and used more than twenty-five years, and that 
the city owing taits acquiescence forsoiong a 
time is estoyiped to now deny the right of the 
maintenance of that second track. While it is 
well recognized that the doctrine of equitable 
pir tp appeed to municipal corporations it is 
equally well settled that acquiescence alone is 
never sufficient. to raise an estoppel. As our Su- 
preme Court hasjgaid: ** It would be a pernicious 
doctrine to establish that public rights of mu- 
nicipalities could be cut off by the neglect of the 
appointed officers for an unreasonable time to 
enforce them. fore the doctrine of estoppel 
can be invoked there must have been some _ posi- 
tive acts by the |municipal officers which may 
have induced the action of the adverse party, 
and where it would be inequitable to permit the 
corporation to stultify itself by retracing what 
its officers had dene. But mere non-action of its 
officers is not sufficient to work an estoppel as 
against a municipal corporation.”’ Logan County 
vs. City of Lincojn, 81 Lil., 156 (159). 

My conclusion jis that the companies in ques- 
tion have at most the right to maintain one track

Chief Brennan Makes a Lot of Detectives 
First-Class Patrolmen.

SAY PACKERS SELL CONDEMNED MEAT. 


Secretary Morton Orders an Inspector to 
Chicago on a Wild Rumor. 
Wasuinaton, D. C,, May 16.—[{Specia!.]— 
Secretary Morton has ‘instructed Dr. W. S. 
Devoe, special inspector of the Bureau of 
Anima! Industry, to make an investigation of 
a serious charge against some ofthe leading 
packing-houses at Chicago. For some time 
the Bureau of Animal Industry has been sus- 
picious that some of the meat which inspect- 
ors of the Agricultural Department had con- 
demned was being sold to local dealers in- 
stead of being tanked, as the regulations re- 
quire. Secretary Morton said today: 


It was not supposed that this practice prevailed 
generally, but was confined to a very few of the 
smaller slaughter houses. A letter has been re- 
ceived, however, from a citizen of Chicago, who 
gives his name and address, making the charge 
referred to against some of the packing houses. 
On the strength of this letter and other evidence 
which has come to the AgricuJtural Department, 
a searching investigation has been ordered. One 
specific charge is that carcasses are thruwn into 
the tank and ata convenient opportunity, when 
the government inspector is not about, are taken 
out from the bottom surreptitiously, to be 
sold -to ratail dealers. Another charge is 
that most of this condemned meat 
has been put upon s_i the publie in 
the form of canned meats. If advices which 
the department has received are truthfil some 
of it has possibly been sold over the butchers’ 
block. I will give no details now, but if they are 
verified the public shall be given «names. Under 
our regulations inspection of meats is confined to 
inter-State and export trade, and the only manner 
in which the people can be protected in local 
cities where abattoirs are operated must come 
from a vigorous and harmonious codperation on 
the part of the local authorities with the Govern- 
ment Inspectors. No matter whom this investi- 
gation may strike an example will be made if the 
offense can be proven. 

Dr. Salmon, Chief of the Bureau of Animal 
Industry, said: 

There is another channel by which diseased 
meats reach the Chicago public, according to the 
statement of one of the officers of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry. When we condemn an anima! 
at the Stock- Yards there is nothing to prevent it 
being sold to local butchers and eaten by unsus- 
pecting Chicago citizens. When a carcass is con- 
demned in the slaughter-houses it is by the order 
of the government's inspectors thrown into a 
large tank, where it shouid be rendered into fer- 
tilizer or lubricating oils. These tanks receive 
from the top and empty from the bottom. 

[Stock-Yards packers last night scouted the 
statements in the abovedispatch. Nelson Morris 
said: * I never heard of practices such as are al- 
leged; and have no idea who the man is who 
made the charges. The practices alleced are 
impossible.. Who would buy a condemned ecar- 
cass even if it were offered for sale? Certainly 
retail butchers wouldn't, nor would anyone else. 
and that ought to dispose of the charges.” 
Henry Botsford of the Chicago Packing and Pro- 
vision company said he never heard of the prac- 


tices alleged. }

Dead or alive? Cremated or in the flesh?” ’ 


—has been for months past the mystery in 
which the fate of John Livingston Seymour 
has been shrouded. Seymour was known 
from coast to coast as an Artful Dodger of 
extremely versatile powers. The business 
skies of New York, Cincinnati, Chicago, and 
other Western points were studded as thickly 
with his victims as the firmament with stars. 
He came of honest stock, his father. the Rev. 
Erastus Seymour, having been thirty-five 
years pastor of the Sixth Avenue Presbyterian 
Church in New York; but John jumped the 
moral track at an early age and never got 
back, 

After a residence of five years in Chicago, 
where he reduced the art of living on other 
people’s wealth to a scieuce, he suddenly left 
u wailing assemblage of dupes, Prominent 
among the many mourners here were H. J. 
Smith, the publisher, R. B. Crouch, and Fer- 
dinand Weiser, the latter having been drawn 
into the costly vortex of some Spanish-Amer- 
can importation echeme. They were all 
anxious to renew their acquaintance with Sey- 
mour, but he showed no disposition to court 
their friendship further, and his whereabouts 
remained unknown. 

One day in March last a blonde little wom- 
an. bejeweled and besilked, alighted like a 
bird of tropical plumage at the Lexington 
Hotel in this city on her flight to New York. 
Between sighs she foun@ time to inform a re- 
porter for THe Trisune that she was the 
widow of John Livingstou Seymour, the 
much-wanted ex-resident of Chicago: that he 
had died in the preceding December in 
San Francisco, and his -remains had been 
cremated there and would be forwarded to her 
in New York. : 

No sooner did this statement appear than u 
pleasant-faced lady, who looked as if she and 
suffering had been friends, branded the flown 
bird of plumage a fraud. She lived at No. 19 
Twenty-sixth street. She produced a mar- 
riage certificate to prove her the only genu- 
ine wife of J. Livingston Seymour. She had 
not lived with him for three years, but there 
had never been a divorce. 


Thought It a New Scheme. 


Fully conversant with.the tricks of J. L. S. 
his wife was positive this alleged death and 
cremation was only a ruse to accomplish some 
fraudulent end—possibly a life insuraneé bo- 
nanza. She declined absolutely to take any 
stock in the statements of No. 2. This in- 
terview with Mrs. Seymour appeared in Tue 
Tripune March &. 

To coafirm her suspicions and thicken the 
mystery inore Tue Tripune learned by a spe- 
cial dispatch from San Francisco that no per- 
son by the name of Seymour or answering his 
deseription had been cremated there Dec. 122, 
as alleged, or any other date. This seemed 
to be a clincher and the fate and whereabouts 
of Seymout were left in cloudland as before. 
Here the mystery rested until ten days ago, 
when Mrs. Seymour received at her residence 
on Twenty-sixth street the following letter: 

SAN FRAnNctsco, Cal., April 30.—Mrs. J. L. Sey- 
mour: Seeing by the Chicago papers that you 
did hot believe John Seymour had died here and 
was cremated, I tuought I would write to you, as 
I knew John when he was a boy and saw him 
here when he was well and after when he was sick. 
1 saw him in his coffin and attended his funeral. 

When he first came to California he called 
upon me, i then called upon him and the wom- 
an he styled his wife. [I never mistrusted they 
were not married till I saw your statement in the 

aper to that effect. I was an intimate friend of 
rs. Erastus Seymour, his mother. John tald 
me that his first wife was dead, but he had been 
divorced from her first. If you would like to 
know the particulars of John's death I will 
answer. ANNIE M. Houseworta, 
920 Sacramento street. 


Stories of St. Maur’s Suicide. 


Still doubting and suspecting this was some 
sort of a decoy letter fixed up by her tricky 
spouse Mes. Seymour requested THe TRIBUNE 
to follow up the fresh ciew. It did so, and 
the startling developments are given in the 
following special dispatch: 

San Francisco, Cal., -May 16.—({Special.]— 
There is not the shadow of a doubt that a man 
named J. L. St. Maur committed suicide at No. 
410 Geary street Dec. 9. Dr. W. P. Sprague was 
called in, but St. Maur was taken to the Receiv- 
ing Hospital, where he died soon after. He left 
two notes. One was addressed to Dr. Hughes, 
and read: ** Coroner: By my Own hand; a pistol 
bullet through the head; I die a suicide.’’ 

The other was directed to the Beta Phi fra- 
ternity of the State University, of which the 
writer stated that he and his father were mem- 
bers, and asked that his body be properly cared 
for. “I die in distress,’ the note conciuded. All 
this is matter of record. : 

Since then other facts have come to light which 
leave no doubt.of the death and the disposition 
of the remainsof the man. He came to this 
city in the tatter part of last. Novem. 
ber, accompanied by his second wife. 


Previous to his death St. Maur, or Seymour, was 9 


seen by Miss Houseworth, Assistant Superintend- 
ent of the Chinese Presbyterian Mission at No. 
920 Sacramento street. She said last evening 
that she was positive as to his identity. She sub- 
sequently saw his corpse and was present at the 
funeral. Services were heid the Tuesday fol- 
lowing, and she believes the remains were 
cremated at Cypress Lawn Cemetery. 

The Rev. Dr. Dille recalls having officiated at 
the funeral of St. Maur. or Seymour. Still more 
conclusive. taken with Miss Houseworth’s identi- 
fication of the body as that of Seymour, is the 
record of the undertaking establishment. The 
books of Halsted & Co. show that J. L. St Maur 
died from a bullet wound in the head Dec. ,9; 
that he was a native of New York. 29 years of 
age: that the funeral took place» Dec. 12; t 
the remains were incinerated at Cypress Lawn, 
and that Arthur Rodgers, the attorney, paid the 
bill. Another point is that the name St. Maur 
taken by the suicide is the Norman-French form 
of Seymour. ae 

‘Yes, I suppose this ought to be convincing 
proof,” said Mrs. Seymour, calmly, when 
shown the above dispatch last evening. ‘* The 
character and standing of Miss House- 
worth and her long acquaintance with the 
family of John should be conclusive, ro doubt. 
There are several confirmatory statements, 
too. I see he called on the Beta Phi frater- 
nity out there to look after his remains. 
That’s just like him. He worked that Beta 
Phi for all it was worth while he lived. He 
was forever ‘touching,’ I believe you call it, 
some fraternity dupe. 

** And then the name of St. Maur wasa fa- 
vorite one of his father’s, for the family was 
of French extraction. This, too, was his séc- 
ond attempt on his life. Just three years 
ago yesterday John madea determined effort 
to go by morphine, but he advertised it in ad- 
vance by notes to several friends and they 
called in time to walk him baek to conscious- 
ness. But it’s strange, isn’t it, that Miss 
Houseworth hasn’t a word to say about sui- 
cide? And that woman who stopped at the 
Lexington said he died of consuimption. 
Isn’t it singular that we can’t get a consistent 


story ?’’

I find, first, that the rate 
from the Missouri River to Chicago is, we 
will say, 20 cents a hundred pounds, and 
from Chicago to the seaboard another 20 
cents, or 40 cents in the two local rates. But 
ashipper can send his grain from the Mis- 


souri River to Baltimore, for example, 
at a through-billed rate of 35 cents. 
he result is a large quantity 


of grain which ordinarily should be handled 
here. goes directly around Chicago and is ut- 
terly lost to the trade here. 1 find, secondly, 
that grain is taken off the Rock Island rail- 
way, for instance, ~~ via Keokuk to St. 
Louis and thence to Newport News, This, 
too, in its natural course should come to Chi- 
cago, but it does not. Again, in winter time, 
especially, I find that Minneapolis is getting 
a lot of grain which really  be- 
longs to the Chicago territory, 
if such a phrase can be used, sends it 
East on a cut rate over the Soo route and the 
Canadian Pacific and it goes around Chicago, 
finding an outlet in New England. I am not 
going to stand still and allow all this business 
to get away from Chicago if I can help it.” 
The proposition will probably carry, so strong 
is the feeling in favor of it. Should the ele. 
vator nen make the fight, they can no doubt 
enlist some voters on their side from amon 
the members who seldom visit the floor an 
have no directinterest in the trade.

ARE FEELING BLUE. 


CONDITIONS REGARDED AS LESS 
FAVORABLE THAN A MONTH AGO, 


Business Is So Dull That the Men Who 
Make Markets Have Become Discour- 
aged=<Elevated Railroad Earnings Are 
Less in May than They Averaged in 
AprilePians for the Consolidation of 
Packing Companies=Weak Stock Mar- 
ket. 


Conditions are growing more bearish. Since 
the beginning of May the general situation 
has been taking on a more and more unsatis- 
factory aspect as viewed from bank counters 
and brokers’ offices, and now at the middle of 
the month there is sharp contrast to the im- 
provement that was felt in the middle of 
April. This discouragement has been mak- 
ing itself distinctly felt in the last two days. 
Bankers are no longer endeavoring to push 
out their idle money so vigorously. They 
still have vast accumulations of idle funds on 
hand, but they do not see a clear enough out- 
look to warrant them in hunting for borrow- 
ers. The extreme dullness, the declining mar- 
kets, the Continuance of labor troubles. and 
the Congressional delay all unite to produce 
this feeling. About every one seems to have set- 
tled down to the opinion that we are to have an 
extremely dull summer, and that the recovery 
from last year's panic is not to be unlike the re- 
covery from former panicg; that there is to be no 
escape from the tedious process of a recupera- 
tion which business has always had to go through 
before following the strain of a financial crisis. 

While there seems to have been in the last few 
days a cumulation of these bearish views, con- 
ditions are not all such as to warrant them. For 
instance, @ canvass among some of the largest 
dry goods wholesale houses in the city yesterday 
revealed the fact that they are doing a trade that 
ig quite satisfactory and that their business is 
really much larger than they have been expect- 
ing. In spite of some few bright spots of this 
kind, however, it must be admitted that the gen- 
eral trade has shrunk in volume 30 or 35 per 
cent as compared with normal conditions, and 
that the outlook is one which pretty fully bears 
out the general prediction of an extensively dull 
summer. 

The average traffic of the Alley Elevated road 
for April was 39,500. Statistics of the traffic so 
far this month will be surprising to friends of 
the Elevated properties. For the first six days of 
May the average was 37.006 passengers. Since 
that time the traffic shows some increase, but is 
still below the average for April. The street 
railways have found traffic showing sharp in- 
crease in May, and it is therefore surprising to 
find the elevated traffic showing decrease. The 
explanation of that is said to be found in the fact 
that with the advent of hot weather the open 
cars on the street railways have proved more at- 
tractive than a flight of stairs up to an elevated 
station, even with somewhat quicker time on the 
elevated train. Lake Street traffic se far this 
month is also slightly below the average for 

ril. 

he Lake street elevated people are doing 
some active work with their Northwestern ex- 
tension. They have acquired the right of way 
forthe Humboldt Park branch as far north as 
Division street and have already paid $250,000. 
Insiders declare that this branch is to be built 
immediately and that the financiering has been 
practically accomplished. More bonds wil! prob- 
ably be issued, but will not, of course, be offered 
to the public. -A private syndicate will probably 
take them. 

The delay over the construction of the Cicero 
extension of the Lake street is attributed to a de- 
fect in the ordinance, which was framed to take 
greater care of the electric companies’ interests 
than of the elevated railroad. The elevated peo- 
ple have declined to proceed under it until alter- 
omg have been,made which are satisfactory to 
them. 

A correspondent who signs himself a stockhold- 
er in the National Packing and Provision com- 
pany writes to say that he sees nothing startling 
in the fact that the common stock of that compa- 
ny has soldat $10a share. “*‘The stock has 
never paid a diyidend,” he says, * since the com- 
pany was organized and now the preferred 
stock has also passed its dividend and the bonds 
are only quoted at 78. The only wonderto me 
is that the people will buy them atany price.”’ 
There is pretty good reason for believing that 
there is after all something rather startling in 
this price of $10 ashare for International. An- 
other salé of 100 shares was at that quotation 
yesterday. The particularly interesting point 
regarding this sharp break in the quotations for 
the packing stock is probably to be found in 
some of the plans which are brewing for merging 
of this company into another and larger one.

ag told. Senator Hunton ‘said: “ The- offer 
was not made to me personally, but to my 
son more than a month ago.”’ Senator Kyle 
is out of the city, but his clerk, who claims to 
have been a witness when the proposition 
was made, admitted the truth of the at. 
tempted bribery. 

‘Politicians are taking the view that these 
charges, groundless though they may be, will 
have a very good influence in disposing of the 
tariff bil. With rumors of bribes floating 
thickly about the heads of the Senators they 
are’ not likdly to contemplate with much 
pleasure a continuation of the debate. There 
are Senators who believe these sensational 
charges are Worth a month off the debate, and 
ainumber prafess to believe that a vote may 
be precipitated in the Senate within two 
weeks. ls 

Republicans are indulging in a good deal 
of quiet laughter over the stcry. As soon as 


‘the name of the man who is charged with the 


commission pf the offense became known 
they at once saw that the offer came from a 
man well known about the Capitol who rep- 
resents no one. 
To Help Along a Tariff Vote. 
They assert that an investigation will show 


- that the attempt has been made to make a 


sensation for the purpose of producing an 
effect on the Senate in the direction of a 
speedy passage of the bill. Butts, who is 
charged with being implicated in the alleged 
bribery, has been about the Capitol for some 
‘time, but itig not known that any Senators 
- other than those named have been approached. 
Mr. Butts resided originally in Virginia, 
where, as a Democrat, he filled various of.- 
fices, but subsequently removed to South Caro- 
lina. In the election for the Forty-fourth 
Congress he 'wasa Repubjican candidate for 
Representative. E. W.M. Mackey was given 
the certificate of election. and after a contest 
in the House the seat was declared vacant and 
another election held. Mr. Butts was elected 
to fill this vacancy, as a Republican. over M. 
P; O’Connor, his Democratic opponent. The 
vacancy in the House was declared July 19, 
1876, and Butts presented his credentials 
Dec. 4, 1876, He only served the one term. 
Senator Lodge, soon after the Senate met 
today, introduced a resolution authorizing

Rumors of the use of money to influence 
action one way or the other on the tariff bill 
have been in circulation here at various times 
during the last few months, but heretofore 
have received little attention. The character 
of the man who is said to have made the pres- 
ent intimations stamps the whole affair with 
the seal of condemnation. It is not possible 
that any syriditate of sensible persons who 
could control the amofint of money necessary 
‘in order to make an attempt to purchase 
votes would intrust it to the man who, ag al- 
leged, made the intimation to the clerk of 
‘Senator Kyle and the son of Senator Hunton. 
Another agent would have been chosen and 
other means taken to influence the Senators. 

The Democratic leaders in the Senate de- 
cided today to call up Senator Harris’ resolu- 
tion for 10 o'clock sessions-tomorrow. They 
have reached the conclusion that the tariff bill 

is not making satisfactory progress, and think 
the time has'come when they should extend 
the hours, The resolution is likely to lead to 
& spirited debate. 

Republican Senators held a second confer- 
ence today upon the policy to be pursued in 
regard to'the tariff bill. No conclusion was 
reached, but the majority showed a desire to 
let the bill come to a vote as soon as oppor- 
tunity had been given for reasonable debate.

ATTACKS THE ANTI-OPTION BILL, 


Cobb of Missouri Makes Blighting Com- 
-ment on the Hatch Measure. 

Wasuineton, D.C., May 16.—[Special.]— 
Representative Cobb of Missouri, who is one 
of the most outspoken opponents of the Hatch 
anti-option bill, says: 

Think fora momentof the enormous expense the 
enforcement of this law will entail. The force 
in the Internal Revenue office in every city, and 

- that of the Confmissioner, will have to be doubled 
and trebled to do the work. Another bad feature 
~there are no good ones—of this billis that it 
prevents the possibility of a settlement of any 
@ontract or agreement, before maturity. Was 
there ever, anything more nonsensical and 
ridiculous? In the meantime, during the life of the 
contract, we would have to keep up our margins 
in the banks, and thus lose the use of our money 
until the final delivery in June. The same would 

true of every contract made under thé pro- 
visions of this bill. Think of the trouble, 
and the enormous capital it would require 
to do a very limited business on such a basis. It 
is not conclusive that only millionaires could 
engage in the business? A man with limited 
means who can now make a good living would be 
utterly ruined. Was there ever'a better or more 
solid foundation for a huce monopoly laid or 
conceived—a monopoly that would feed and grow 
rich off the products of the soil? Lay aside senti- 
ment and prejudices. abandon demagogy for a 
brief period, and look at this question philosophi- 
eally, and you will come to the conclusion that 
the bill is an ignis fatuus, leading to domestic 
ruin and commercial bankruptcy. We are too 
great a nation to take this backward step. I give 
the friends of this bill credit for an honesty of 

_ purpose, a rectitude of conscience, a due regard 

or morality, and a religious desire for the better- 
ment of the farming class, but how ignorantly 
they go about it.

NEEDS OF CHICAGO’S POSTOFFICE. 


Jones Answers Criticisms on the Report 
of the Commission. 

Wasuincton, D.C., May 16.—[Special.]— 
Assistant Postmaster-General Jones made a 
siatement today in reply to the criticisms 
passed upon the report of the Chicago Post- 
office Commission. ‘** The committee,” said 
Mr. Jones, ‘* was appointed irrespective of 
politics and social influences, for the sole pur- 
pose of improving the efficiency of the post- 
office. Their report has carried out the line 
of suggestions and requirements, and it is in- 
tended by the Department at Washington to 
put the plan proposed into operation in spite 
of any antagonism, making improvements in 
the system as occasion demands. from 
time to time. I _ believe,)’ continued 
Mr. Jones, ‘the papers have proceeded 
upon a misapprehension of the correct facts 
in the case, and were misinformed in regard 
to the very particulars they saw fit to criti- 
cise. The statement that the commission 
provides only forty-seven carriers is mislead- 
ing. Within the present limits of the carrier 
districts there have been provided an addition- 
ul forty-seven carriers and fifty-five collectors, 
making it virtually 102 carriers, The num- 
ber outside is eighty and with thirty addi- 
tional in Englewood a total of 212 is recom- 
mended. The total number as roughly esti- 
mated by the Chicago Postoffice was 260. 
The commission proceeded upon a careful 
examination and provided for the actual 
needs. The difference between that and the 
rough guess is inappreciable. Provision was 
made for the number of deliveries and time of 
delivery according to the demands of the peo- 
ple and recommendations of the postoffice. 
By the plan which will be put in operation, 
arrangements have been made by which the 
drop letters in upper or outer districts will 
not have to be taken down to the general 
office and perhaps be too late for delivery the 
saine day. July 1. 1894, Chicago will have 
1,123 letter carriers, each serving‘an average 
of 1,246 patrons, the smallest number served 
by any other carrier in the large offices of the 
United States. The average to be served by 
each in other cities is about 2,000. This fact 
alone is an evidence of the desire of the Post- 
office Department of Washington to meet the 
demanas of the Chicago postoffice service and

NEW NICARAGUA CANAL SCHEME, 


Bryan Offers a Plan to Pay for the Stock 
in Legal Tender Notes, 

Wasuincton, D.C., May 16.—A plan for 
the completion of the Nicaragua Canal by this 
government, by a new system of financier- 
ing, was introduced in the House to 
day by the author, Representative Bryan of 
Nebraska. While some of the features of 
Senator Morgan’s project are repeated, a 
great innovation is brought forward by pro- 
visions intended to increase the circulating 
medium of the country, by paying for the 
stock of the canal company by an issue of 
legal tenier notes, modeled after the green- 
backs of 1862. The plan is designed so as 
to meet with, favor from the anti-bond men. 
According to the bill the stock of the canal 
company is to consist of 1,000,000 shares of 
$100 each, for which legal United States 
notes identical in character with those is- 
sued under the act of Feb. 25, 1862, are 
to be issued, redeemable to the 
same extent and in the same manner ab the 
notes of 1862. The Secretary of the Treas- 
ury is to purchase $70,000,000 of the stock 
of the company and pay for it at par by the 
issue of the notes described, which are to be 
kept in circulation asa part of the currency 
of the country. Six million of the capital 
stock is to be issued to the Government of 
Nicaragua, $500,000 to Costa Rica, and 
the remaining $23,500,000 is to be held in 
the Treasury. until the government decides 
whether to purchase it or permit it to be sold 
by subscription, except an amount not to ex- 
ceed $7,000,000, to be used by the company 
in taking up its outstanding stock. Provis- 
ion is made for an immediate issue of 
$2,000,000 asa working capital, and the 
issue of the remainder in quarterly install- 
ments as may be necessary to carry on the 
work of construction. 


DENOUNCES THE CROP STATISTICS.

- He had seen the pumps at Chicago, 
them, and looked up the company on his 
way back. It is needless to say that the Chemnit- 
zer is not an agent, but a manufacturer, his 
intention was to take the machines apart, con- 
struct others like them, and get all the good out 
of such sales as he could before somebody else 
should forestali him in his purpose. Upon re- 
ceipt of the letter I looked up the matter, found 
my suspicions confirmed, and after some trouble 
got and sent the company the information, plus 
one of the Chemnitzer’s own catalogues. He 
boasts how he got his pumps, and that 
he intends to get more American machines 
in the same way and copy them, A knitti 
machine invented in the United States, of whic 
formerly a few were sold here, enough at least 
to serve as models, are now being made at or 
near Darmstadt, not far from Stuttgart, for 30 
per cent less than is asked for the same machine 
made in the United States. What is true of this 
knitting machine is true also of every machine not 
protected by patent rights taken out here. Sew- 
ing machines, agricultural machines, and clap- 

ing machines are all copied, made, and sold 

ere, and as a rule are 25 to 30 per cent cheaper 
than with us. The Germans may be morally 
wrong in thus appropriating our inventions, but 
as long as the laws allow us to secure our rights 
we are to blame for not doing so.

MRS. MAYER ON TRIAL 
OUTLINE OF THE EVIDENCE THAT 
SHE POISONED HERMAN GROENKE 


He Was Her Former Husband and She 
Married Mayer at Racine, Wis., Imme- 
diately After His Death<—Opening Ar- 
guments in the Case= Pitts Mystery 
Solved at Cebery, fll., by a Postal-Card 
from the Missing Boy—General News 

. from the Northwest. 

Raciwe, Wis., May 16-—[Special.]|—The 
murder trial of Mrs. Mary Mayer, charged 
with poisoning her former husband, Herman 
Groenke, began in earnest today. The case 
was called Monday by Judge Fish and it took 
two days to secure a jury, the entire panel of 
the spring term and a special venire of twen- 
ty-five being exhausted. Attorney Thomas 
Kearney, who is assisting the State, opened 
the case. 

Herman Groenke was a prosperous German 
and with his wife lived happily for twenty 
years 
Junction. He went to work Aug. 7, 1893, as 
usual, but on arriving at the shop was.taken 
suddenly ili. He went to the office of Dr, A. 
H. Hoy, who prescribed fora case of indi- 
gestion which was prevalent at that time of 
the year. He returned home and never left 
his bed, until he was placed in his coffin two 
days later. Inthe meantime Dr, Wheeler 
was called in, and as Groenke complained of 
notHing but a pain in his stomach gave him 
some medicine for the same complaint. Dr. 
Hoy was also there, and Groenke told the 
doctor that he was being poisoned with soup 
prepared by his wife. The doctor thought 


remark that he had often heard before used 
by illiterate people. 

After Groenke’s death an autopsy was 
asked for by his brothers, but the widow de- 
clared she would kill herself if it took place, 
The brothers’ suspicions. were not allayed, 
but gradually grew stronger and culminated 
when they heard the widow had suddenly 
married a young butcher named Michael 
Mayer, taken all the money she could raise, 
and left for Brooklyn. Then they appealed 
to District-Attorney Owen, who caused the 
body to be exhumed. The vital parts were 
sent to Dr. Haines of Rush Medical College. 
who, after an analysis, reported that he found 
enough arsenic in them to kill haif a dozen 
men. A warrant for arrest. followed and 
Sheriff Beatty brought Mrs. Mayer hack 
from Brooklyn. She denied the charge and 
stated she could prove her innoceace, At the 
preliminary examination she was held to the 
Circuit Court without bail.

| nesses that she had various conversations with

dead. New evidence will also be introduced

the suspicious death of an adopted child, 
whose body was exhumed a few days ago and 
an examination made, may prove an impor- 
tant factor. Evidence that Groenke’s body 
still contained arsenic in large quantities has 
been-brought out by the fact that last Satur- 
day night the body was exhumed and _ pieces 
of the skull and fingers removed by Drs, 
Brodsky and Simms, who, upon examination, 
found arsenic in the tissues of the bone, 

It is not known what the plan of defense is, 
but it is conjectured that Mrs. Mayer's attor- 
neys will endeavour io show that the presence 
of the arsenic is due to the embalming fluid 
used the undertakers. At the examination 
the fluid that was used was produced and an 
analysis made, which showed that it contained 
arsenic, but in small quantities. 

At the adjournment tonight the State had 
brought in about one-half of its witnesses. 
Dr. Haines will be called tomorrow and give the 
analysis of the stonach and liver. case 
against Mrs. Mayer is purely circumstantial 
at present, although the State may bring in 
testimony proving that she had access to the 
poison, which connecting link is missing in 
the chain. The case will probably last about 
ten days.

THE SUPREME COURT HAS JURISDICTION. 

Democratic newspapers have'been claiming 
that the Supreme Court has no jurisdiction 
whatever where an apportionment law is con- 
cerned. Mr. Kimbrough, the lawyer who has 
been arguing the Democratic side of the case 
at Danville, would have liked to take the same 
position, but. he did not venture todo so. 
After he had been talking forsometime about 
an apportionment bemg a political question, 
with which the Supreme Court had nothing to 
do, Judge Bookwalter put the question to 
him. “Do you claim that no matter how 
‘wrong an apportionment may be the people 
have no redress?” Mr. Kimbrough replied 
that he did not claim that. 

When asked by the Judge if he thought 
an apportionment was such a political ques- 
tion as was merely discretionary with the 
Legislature Mr. Kimbrough said _ that 
was his belief: ‘unless it isso plain that a 
blind man can see that the Constitution has 
been expressly violated.”” The Judge asked, 
‘Do you think an apportionment that 
amounts to a gerrymander is right under the 
Constitution?’ The reply wasin the nega- 
tive. Finally the Judge asked: ‘“‘Who do 
you claim shall decide the question of 
whether or not an apportionment amounts to 
a gerrymander?” The Democratic papers 
would have replied, *‘The Legislature and 
the Legislature only.” Mr. Kimbrough re- 
plied that the court imust decide if it could 
say that the act was plainly and fundamcnt- 
ally a violation of the Constitution. ° The 
violation must be so open, plain, and palpa- 
ble that there is no b col from the conclu- 
sion that the Legiglature had utterly vio- 
lated the Constitution.” 

Away goes the * no jarisdiction ”’ plea of the 
Democratic organs. It is.admitted that the 
| Legislature is bound by the Constitution and 
| that the Supreme Court can interpose if it is 

violated by the Legislature in an apportion- 
ment bill as in any other bill. The constitu- 
tional requirements as to an apportionment 
are three in number. There must be fifty-one 
districts, they must be of compact and con- 
tiguous territory, and they must be as nearly 
equal in population as prssible, These pro- 
visions are not mere suggestions to the Legis- 
lature, but they are supreme laws which it 
must obey. Counsel for the Democrats has 
to admit that if any one. of those require- 
ments has been openly, plainly, and palpably 
violated the Supreme Court can interpose. 

Suppose there is a controversy, however, as 
to whether such a violation exists, whois to 
decide? It cannot be assumed thatthe Su- 
preme Court hes jurisdiction as regards an 
apportionment bill only in cases where every 
one says there has been a violation of the 
Constitution, and no jurisdiction in cases 
where a minority, large or small, denies that 
there has been one. The Republicans allege 
that the Constitution has been violated openly, 
plainly, and palpably from a geographical 
and arithmetical point of view. The Demo- 
crats deny it. Who is to decide between them 
and determine whether an open violation real- 
ly exists? Clearly not the Legislature, for it 
cannot bean impartialarbiter. The Supreme 
Court alone can decide the controversy, and 
in order that it may decide it necessarily has 
to assume jurisdiction of the case. 

That is what it is gommg to do. It is going to 
listen to the complaints of the Republicans 
and see whether they are well-founded, or 
whether the Democrats are right in asserting 
they are baseless. Whatever the court may 
decide in the premises will be the law. 
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FOR BLAND AND CHEAP SILVER. 

The Missouri Democratic State convention, 
held at Kansas City, favors the free coinage 
of silver ata cheap ratio, and has indicated a 
preference for Bland as tne nominee of the 
party for President. The resolutions reported 
by the committee cover considerable ground, 
including a denunciation of the McKinley act 
and an indorsement of the income tax idea; 
but the greater part of the preamble is de- 
voted to **silver,’’ and most of the discussion 
was on that topic. The. committee struggled 
for nine hours with the question, and then 
submitted two reports upon it, but the ma- 
jority was in favor of free coinage. 

The reports of the proceedings indicate that 
Bland had a hard fight in the committee and 
was obliged to back down from his demand 
for a ratio of 16 to 1, but he did not concede 
anything more than he had conceded previ- 
ously, and that substantially is nothing. The 
resolutions demand “* the free bimetallic coin- 
age of both gold and silver,’ and add, 
“should it become necessary in order to 
maintain the metals in circulation, to read- 
just the ratio.”’ But several weeks ago Bland 
said he was willing to have such a readjust- 
ment if a trial of free coinage at 16 to 1 were 
found not to work. And thelanguage of the 
majority report is so skillfully worded as to 
cover precisely that ground, though it may be 
read otherwise. The “* restoration of the bi- 
metallic standard ’? is demanded first, and 
then a’ readjustment of the ratio in case it 
were found that the bimetallic standard. was 
not attained because the two metals would 
not circulate at the named ratio. 

{t then would be too late to prevent the 
mischief or to remedy a vast’ amount of evil 
caused by the change to silver monometal- 
lism. It would be like holding an inquest on 
a corpse to endeayor to ascertain ‘ whether 
goid has risen or silver has fallen, and wheth- 
er there should beja change of the gold or of 
the silver dollar, or both.”’ The inevitable 
slump to a 50-cent dollar basis of values 
would have done its deadly work, robbing of 
one-half their hard earnings the working men 
and women who have some two billions of 
dollars on deposit in the savings banks of 
this country, cuttmg down by an equal 
amount the working capital now available 
for the furnishing of employment to the 
workers, and prostrating all the industrial 
energies of the land to an extent far greater 
than anythnig they have suffered in the last 
twelve months. There could be no adequate 
recoyery from that except gradually through 
several years of misery, as the dishonest, ele. 
ment that was strong enough to command 
the advent of such conditions would insist 
that to attempt to retrace the wicked step 
would be but to incréase the misery, 

If the members of the convention honestly 
desire the adoption of free silver coinage on a 
pre-determined change in the ratio under 
which “ the rights of both creditor and debtor 
shall be preserved alike” and that both gold 
and silver shall be coined “at such ratio as 


will maintain the two metals ‘in circulation,” 


they want nothing more than what is right 
and proper. But ifso they will ask for the 
readjustment before free coinage is adopted, 
not after, and ‘will not want to see Bland 
in any representative position in the 
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tial chair. For no moderately well informed, 
honest man can look upon Bland as other 
than a demagogue, whose influence is for 
evil every time to the ful) extent of his ability. 


OWNED BY THE SUGAR TRUST. 

The Democratic “compromise” tariff bill 
provides for a duty of 40 per cent ad valorem, 
or nearly a cent and a half a pound, on raw 
sugar; but this duty is not to take effect till 
Jan. 1 next. This seems very innocent, but 
it has in it “ the potentiality of wealth beyond 
the dreams of avarice.”” The sugar trust is at 
this moment contracting for the entire prod- 
uct of the sugar plantations of Cuba and the 
other West India Islands, estimated to amount 
to four billions of pounds, or wore than @ 
year’s supply for the jjnited States. That 
sugar it proposes to import between now and 
January duty free. The trust will place it in 
bond, refine it when needed, and sell it to the 
people after the 1st of January at rates about 
as high as if it had paid the duty. 

By this little operation the sugar trust will 
make a tidy profit of fifty millions or n:ore 
The people will 
pay over a cent more for their sugar, and of 
the millions taken from them not a cent will 
go to the government but all to the trust. 
And yet Democrats who are perpetually 
talking of their undyimg hostility to trusts 
and their determination that the people shall 
not be plundered for the benefit of corpora- 
tions are the ones who are going to let the 
sugar trust milk the people of fifty millions 
‘in one little transaction! 

The New York Press has just published 
some interesting statements relative to the 
ownership of the great Democratic party by 
the sugar trust. The Press says that during 
the campaign of 1892, when the Democratic 
National Campaign committee was in great 
need of money, the sugar trust gave $500,- 
000, with a definite understanding that if the 
Democrats won it would be “ taken care of”’ 
and would have no cause to complain of ** un- 
friendly legislation.” 

It is alleged that the first demand made by 
the trust was that Hawaii.should not be an- 
nexed. Annexation would have interfered 
with the west coast sugar monopoly of 
Spreckels, who is now a trust man. Spreck- 
els would have been for annexation if the su- 
gar bounty were to be a permanency. As it 
was not to be he wanted Hawaii independent 
and a duty on raw sugar, which he would not 
have to pay because of the reciprocity treaty. 
The charge is made that the loyalty of Mr. 
Cleveland to the promises made to the sugar 
trust was the sole reason why he withdrew the 
annexation treaty and tried vainly to restore 
the Queen, 


only left raw sugar on the free list, but put 
refined sugar there. Then the chief of the 
sugar trust got wild, swore he would léave the 
Democratic party if he was to be treated in 
such a way, and rushed off to Washington to 
mend his fences. He secured the codperation 
of Brice, Smith, and one or two other Sen- 
ators, and finally there came a message from 
the Secretary of the Treasury to the Senate 
Democrats—a message which they inter- 
preted as conveying the desires of Mr. Cleve- 
land—to the effect that it would be infamous 
after the political services the sugar trust had 
rendered to strike it down. And finally the 
Secretary of the Treasury submitted the sugar 
amendment he had prepared, which he 
thought would be fair to the trust. If fairness 
means a gift of millions it was most extreme- 
ly fair. , 

The sugar trust being about to get what it 
wanted, the other trusts appeared upon the 
scene. The Standard Qil, the lead, the lin- 
seed oil, and steel beam trusts were all repre- 
sented at Washington, pooled their issues, 
and did good work for themselves. It is 
alleged that the ‘‘concessions’’ made to 
legitimate Northern industries not controlled 
by trusts were made simply to cover up the 
trust amendments,. At the same time that 
the trusts were being cared for some of the 
Democratic Senators, who were on the inside, 
speculated heavily in sugar securities and 
were fortunate enough to make handsome 
profits. 

Such are briefly the statements of the Press 
—that the sugar trust bought the Democratic 
party for halfa million dollars in 1892, is 
the owner of it now, and is dictating to it the 
laws it must pass. Startling as these state- 
ments are they are-corroborated by that 
amazing sugar provision which the Demo- 
crats have prepared, allowing the trust to 
importa year’s supply of sugar duty free, 
and to sell that sugar to the people at the 
same price asifit had paid a duty. That 
$500,000 investment of the sugar trust in 
1892 wasa good one. Itistoget it buck a 
hundredfold. A tariff bill which contains 
such a princely donation as this toa trust is 
one which the Republican Senators must 
fight to the end. They cannot allow as in- 
famous a measure as this to pass. They must 
not permit the people to be robbed thus while 
they have votes and voices left with which to 
oppose the iniquity. 
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PUBLIC GRAIN WAREHOUSES. 

The difference between the elevator men 
and the grain-receiving interests on ’Change 
in this city isa wide and openone. The lat- 
ter demand that the warehousemen shall 
cease the buying and selling of grain on their 
own account and stop the cleaning of grain to 
be mixed in with other parcels to be sold as 
regular. The warehousemen protest they 
will not consent to the pruposition, and say 
they intend to do business as heretofore, ex- 
cept that they are willing to admit that cer- 
tain practices ought not to be allowed to con- 
tinue if they. now exist us alleged by the 
parties on the other side of the controversy. 

The Board of Trade, of which the five hun- 
dred protesters are members, has no power in 
the matter other than to declare “ irregular ”’ 
any elevator which is not conducted in ac. 
cordance with its rules. It does not control 
the inspection of the grain, nor the licensing 
of the houses, both of which are done by State 
officials. Hence no declaration that could be 
made by the board would prevert them from 
continuing todo business in receiving and 
handling all grain consigned to their care, is- 
suing receipts therefor, and delivering out 
the grain to shippers on surrender of the re- 
ceipts, and probably any such action wouid 
not prevent the grain received from being 
sold by sample on ’Change. An interdiction 
such as is talked of would apply only to such 
receipts as may be offered on contracts call- 
ing for the delivery of * regular” grain, 
these constituting the great bulk of the spec- 
ulative transactions on the board. So the 
question resolves itself into this form: Could 
the elevator men afford to be “ left out ih 
the cold ”’ to this extent in case the board 
should proceed to extremities, and could the 
board afford to take the step proposed in case 
the elevator men persist in trading in grain 
and cleaning it, ete., on their own account? 

Probably both sections of this query should 
be answered in the negative. The posting of 
a house, or certain property in it, as irregular 
has been sufficient in the past to cause the 
grain in store there to be discriminated 
against to the extent of several cents per 
bushel, and even to render it practically un- 
salable for the time being. As, however, this 
posting uniformly has been on -account of 
supposed ‘‘condition’’ or position, there 
might not be so much of a discount in case of 
irregularity for now claimed reasons. But 
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The House in passing the Wilson bill not 


be assigned to restriction’of the market for ) 
the goods, and this would amount td at least 
astmmuch as the premium for regular grain 
over sample lots of the same quality. On the 
other hand, it may be feared that the board 
would bein the condition of the man who 
‘cut off his nose to spite his own face’’ if it 
refused to recognize as regular the receipts 
for more than 50 per cent of all the grain in 
store in this city. The result might suggest 
the effort to make the tail wag the dog, more 
than one way in which it might be disastrous 
easily suggesting itself to thé practical busi- 
ness mind, ; 

So “it will not do” to proceed to che ex- 
tremity named, and if neither party v .ll make 
a square backdown a. compromise i, .he only 
thing in order. It is understood that not a 
few of those who signed the petition would 
favor such compromise, their signatures be- 
ing appended only for the purpose of showing 
that they believe there are grave evils in the 
conduct of the business which ought to be 
remedied. But if the warehousemen are wise 
they willnot demand too much. They will 
admit that the owner of the property com- 
mitted to their care has some rights in equity 
as wellasin the “law” side of the business 
and see itis not to their own advantage to 
crowd him to the wall so closely as to make 
him give up in disgust. 
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PEORIA’S DISGRACEFUL CONDUCT. 

The authorities at Peoria, Ill., well deserve 

to be characterized as barbarians. As will be 
seen by the account elsewhere printed in this 
issue, Aa woman who has smallpox in con- 
tagious form was taken. by & policeman in 
that city yesterday, placed in a chair car on 
the Wabash road, having transportation pro- 
vided; by some city official, and was sent to 
Chicago. The woman, Katie Kelly, arrived 
in Peoria Tuesday from Indianapolis, where 
she had been exposed to the disease at a pest- 
house. The Peoria people were in a panic as 
soon as her presence became known. She 
was transferred from the Poormaster to the 
County Physician, from the County Physician 
to the City Physician, from the City Physician 
back to the county authorities, who evidently 
were as badly scared as the city authorities 
and turned her over to the city again. The 
next move already has been stated. She was 
placed in a chair car and sent to this city, ex- 
posing every one in the car, of course, as well 
as in the depot, to the disease, and thereby 
taking the chance of spreading it in various 
other localities. Yesterday morning the poor 
creature was found in the City Hall in this 
city, a stranger, homeless, wretched, and ex- 
posing every one who passed her to the loath- 
some disease with which she is afflicted. 

If she does not convey the disease to many 
other persons who were in the car with her, to 
some in the depot, and to others who have 
passed her in the streets it will not be the 
fault of the Peoria authorities. Their cow- 
ardice in the first place was disgraceful, and 
their subsequent action was still worse. It is 
the first instance where any city has sought to 
use Chicago as a dumping ground for its 
smallpox patients. Itis a disgrace to the medi- 
cal authorities of Peoria, who seem to have 
been as badly scared as any one else there, and 
a disgrace to the civic authorities, who cared 
nothing what became of the girl or how many 
other persons might take the disease from her 
so long as they were rid of her. The City of 
Peoria has earned not only the indignation 
and contempt of Chicago, but of every town 
and city in Illinois for its pusillanimous con- 
duct, Heartlessness isa mild word for such 
conduct, It involves a degree of recklessness 
and inhumanity which is criminal. 


THE TRUTH ABOUT KANSAS. 

Secretary F. D. Coburn of the Kansas 
State Board of Agriculture has written a 
timely letter condemning the sensational re- 
ports of all kinds of disasters every now and 
then alleged to occur in that State. He says 
the chief stock in trade of a certain class of 
reporters has been imaginary blizzards, 
destitution, repudiation, cyclones, drought, 
chipch bugs, grasshoppers, etc. Other States 
may be the scenes otf calamity, the people 
losmg by winds, drought, or cold, without 
suffering in public esteem, but similar things 
occurring in Kansas are made the bases of 
wonderful tales of woe, describing the alleged 
forlorn condition of the people, for which 
reason many have come to think Kansas is 
chiefly a desert inhabited by cranks. 

Secretary Coburn says that as a matter of 
fact Kansasis not the sporting ground for 
either blizzards or cyclones. In the last 
twenty-seven years there has been but one 
storm that could be called a blizzard, and 
the few *‘ cyclones”’ it has experienced were 
only such tornadoes as frequently occur in 
more destructive degree in some other States, 
while the grasshopper is only a reminiscence 
like the Indian and the open saloon. Like 
every other State Kansas sometimes has a dry 
season, and then the chinch bugs are aggres- 
sive, but not moreso than elsewhere under 
like circumstances, and, as for healthfulness, 
the sun shines upon no region where man or 
brute enjoys greater immunity from disease 
or breathes a more wholesome, invigorating 
atmosphere than that wafted across the 52 
million fertile acres known as Kansas, 

Mr. Coburn says the people of his State are 
experiencing the same financial dullness that 
is felt in other places, but their condition is 
one of opulence and comfort compared with 
that in some other States supposed not to be 
visited by such ills as those with which Kan- 
sas is credited. Last year, disastrous every- 
where, was one of the poorest, and they only 
raised and marketed 122 million dollars’ 
worth of producte, but they have every prom- 
ise of substantial prosperity ahead. Reports 
come from dozens of counties that millions of 
acres of winter wheat never looked better at 
this time of the year, that a greater acreagé 
of corn than ever before is being planted, and 
that large areas of ground are being 
plowed for other crops, while live stock 
is in good condition -and the faith 
of the people unbounded. There never 
has been a more. favorable’ oppor- 
tunity than now to become identified with the 
garden spot of the Central West. “A State 
that in the last five years has produced 222 
million bushels of wheat, 724 million. bushels 
of corn, 188 million bushels of oats, slaugh- 
tered or sold for slaughter animals worth 189 
miilion dollars, and sold poultry and eggs 
worth 13 millions, paid off intwo years 25 
million dollars of mortgage indebtedness, 
and in the meanwhile gone on buildingschool- 
houses, churches, and better homes, does not 


* need to be commiserated, It is to be envied.” 


All this is true, and it is to be regretted that 
the people of the State have been lied about, 
Yet it should not be forgotten that the men 
they have chosen to represent them and the 
woman Lease, who has chosen herself to 
speak for them, have done much of the howl. 
ing. Had these firebrands, been taken at their 
word, as telling nothing but the truth about 
Kansaz and the sufferings of its people, the 
State would be held in lower estimation than 
now is the case. If the citizens of that State 
want to be set right in the eyes of the world 
they should go to work toset themselves right. 
They ought to repudiate the calamity shriek. 
ers in their midst, and those of them who 
claim to speak outside for the people, show 
that they are content toa reasonable degree 
with their position, and do not want to havea 
repudiation policy adopted for the State and 
Nation. Meanwhile the letter of Secretary 
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throwing light on conditions which are gen- 
erally misunderstood by the American public. 


TO SCARE TIMID SENATORS. 

A city paper has a Washington dispatch to 
the effect that rumors have been floating 
around thé Capitol for some time that “ the 
protected interests proposed to spend hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars, and millions if 
necessary, to prevent the passage of the tariff 
bill with its income tax amendment,’’ but 
that it has been ascertained definitely now that 
attempts have been made to bribe Senator 
Hunton of Virginia with $25,000 and Senator 
Kyle of South Dakota with $15,000. It is 
alleged that the proposition was made to the 
son of the former and to a friend of the latter. 
The individual who has designs on the virtue 
of the South Dakota Senator is alleged to 
have said that he represented a business syn- 
dicate which would be willing to spend a mill- 
ion to beat the bill. 

On the face of it this story is absurd. The 
protected interests,” which did not think it 
worth their while to contribute to the Repub- 
lican campaign fund in 1892, are not run- 
ning around now with milion-dollar corrup-~ 
tion funds to defeat Democratic tariff legis- 
lation which is leveled really at their em- 
ployés and not at them. If the Democrats 
increase the intensity of foreign competition 
they meet it by reducing wages. If the men 
do not accept them they get no work, 

Unless unimpeachable evidence can be pro- 
duced showing that sincerely meant efforts 
have been made to bribe these two Senators, 
it will have to be taken for granted that the 
sole object of this story is to bring pressure 
to bear on the other Populist Senators to 
vote for thé last Democratic tariff bill. It 
has been understood of late that Kyle was 
going to vote for it, while it has been doubted 
whether the other Populists would do so, be- 
cause it contains some provisions which they 
dislike. If the impression can be created 
that money is being used to buy votes against 
the bill, these Populists who have not de- 
clared themselves in favor of it yet may hesi- 
tate to vote against it for fear their constitu- 
ents willsay they are bought up. Probably 
that is all this yarn amounts to. Such meth- 
ods of influencing votes have been tried be- 
fore with success. Atimid man will vote 
against his conscience because of his fear of 
being charged with having cast a corrupt vote. 


Wuatever Southern Democrats think will 
benefit their section is constitutional in their 
eyes. Whatever may benefit the North they 
denounce as unconstitutional. That is the 
principle upon which they have acted from 
the beginning, and they are true to it still. 
When there was a purely local exposition at 
New Orleans a few years ago Southern mem- 
bers begged for and got an outright gift of 
money in ail of that local but Southern ex. 
hibition. A few years later when an inter- 
national Fair was to be held at Chicago under 
the control of the United States Government, 
and the government was asked to do some- 
thing for its own Exposition, the Southern 
Democrats protested that it was unconstitu- 
tional to give or to lend a dollar from the 
Federal Treasury. The reason for this seem- 
ing inconsistency was plain enough. .New 
Orleans was in the South, therefore anything 
which would benefit it was constitutional. 
Chicago was in the North, therefore anything 
which would benefit that city was unconstitu- 
tional. 

Next year there is to be a cotton exposition 
at Atlanta. This will be peculiarly a local 
show limited to one product, though an im- 
portant one, of a comparatively small portion 
ofthe country. Prominent citizens of At- 
lanta, who were saying two years ago that it 
was unconstitutional todo anything for the 
International Exposition, have gone to Wash- 
ington for an appropriation, and Southern 
members who voted against Chicago will vote 
for Atlanta. Their constitutional scruples 
have disappeared now that a home concern Is 
to be helped. When this matter comes up in 
the House and the Georgia Congressmen be- 
gin pleading for an appropriation the Chica- 
go members should read to then some ex- 
tracts from the speeches they made two years 
ago, when they descanted on the illegality of 
the government’s doing anything for its own 
fair except bossing it and regulating the ex. 
penditure of the millions Chicagoans gave so 
lavishly. 


Mayor Hopxiys promised and pledged, and 
pledged and promised, that he would, if elect- 
ed Mayor, take the police out of politics. 
He has not even tried to live up to his pledges, 
In the local columns of a friendly organ yes- 
terday we find the following: 

Mayor Hopkins quietly removed fourteen of 
the oldest police telegraph and telephone oper- 
ators inthe department a few days ago. This 
was done, it is said by those who were affected, 
tomake places for political followers of the 
Mayor. Some of the operators remeved have 
been in the service for years, and were looked 
upon by the officials of the department as being 
almost indispensable to the police stations to 
which they wereattached. Their places were in 
the great part filled by inexperienced men. 

The order for the dismissals came through 
Chief of Police Brennan. At the office of that 
official it was said that the order for the removal 
came direct from the Mayofs office. Mayor 
Hopkins claims that the move was one for econo- 
my, but one of the deposed men asserts that a 
new man has been appointed for every one re- 
moved. 


Thisis only one of the many acts ofthe 
‘Mayor in violation of his predélection pledges. 
The police telegraph operators have not been 
politicians heretofore, but the Mayor insista 
that they shall be politicians hereaiter, Does 
the Mayor think that the fact that he was 
counted in and not elected justifies the break- 
ing of his platform pledges? 


A corRESPONDENT of the London Times 
gives an interesting description of some 
of the scenes attending the popular sub. 
scription to the Paris municipal loan of about 
40 million dollars. The city hall, the 
mairies, and the great financial establish- 
ments where subscriptions were received were 
besieged as early as 2 o’clock in the morning, 
and the long lines of people lasted during the 
greater part of theday. One rough was noted 
as having cleared $7 by,selling his place‘ in 
the line, then going to the rear ahd selling 
his place again when he got near the door. 
At one mairie, where 4,000 persons had as. 
sembled, the Mayor admitted 900 of them 
and announced to the rest that the subscrip- 
tion was closed, thus giving them the oppor- 
tunity to “try their luck” elsewhere. The 
applicants for single bonds, or quarters, will 
receive more than 200,000 bonds, leaving 
only 380,000 for allotment among the other 
applicants. The correspondent says the loan 
was covered more than eighty times over, 
which materially differs from a former state. 
ment that the applications were for about 


thirty-five times as many bonds as will be < 


issued,

SWEPT BY A FLOOD. 


LOSS IN WISCONSIN BY THE OLOUD- 
‘BURST WILL EXOEED $3,000,000. 


From Chippewa Falls to St. Paul the 
Country Has Been Inundated, Bridges 
and Dams Swept Away, and Cities’ 
Streets Almost Under Water—Rallroads 
Crippled by the Storm; and One Wholly 
Abandons Its Trains—Full Extent of the 
Damage Not Known Yet. 

Mitwavker, Wis., May 16.—[Special.]— 
The northwestern part of the State was vis- 
ited last night by the worst storm that has 
been experienced for many years, and asa 
result several million dollars’ worth of prop- 
erty has been destroyed and all the railroads 
running through that sectiun have been 
blocked. 

According to dispatches received at the Wis- 
consin Central offices and by the other rail- 
roads the storm broke out about 5 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon. The downpour of 
rain was terrific. A regular cloud. 
burst seemed to extend over the region be- 
tween Chippewa Falls and St. Paul. Unlike 
the usual so-called cloudburst, however, the 
storm did not pass away quickly, but the fall 
of rain continued steadily until after mid- 
night. The rivers and streams were unable 
to carry off the torrents of water and the en- 
tire country was flooded. The extent of the 
damage caused is not known exactly as many 
of the wires inthat part of the coun- 
try are down and information 
is meager, being received from 
contiguous points bordering on the storm 
area. Allthough the storm-stricken section 
bridges, railroad tracks, dams, sawmills, 
barns, lumber yards, and in fact whole vil- 
lages huve been washed away. So far the re- 
ports show only one life was lost in the storm 
and that was a Mrs. Brennan who lived near 
New Richmond, She was struck by lightning. 
From the reports receiyed by the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul railroad tonight it is 
estimated that th® loss occasioned by the 
storm in the country from Chippewa Falis to 
St. Paul will easily amount to $3,000,000. 

The Wisconsin Central tracks from Stanley 
to Chippewa Falls, a distance of thirty-five 
niles, are completely washed away. The 
damage done to property in the vicinity of 
Chippewa Falls is heavy. Five bridges were 
swept away and 6,000,000 feet of logs were 
carried away. The gas works were submerged 
and the town completely flooded at Little 
Falls. The Flambeau dam was carried away 
at Black River Falls. The west wing. ot the 
big dam was blown upim order to save the 
rest of the structure. Throughout the entire 
northwestern part of the State a number of 
small bridges and dams have been swept 
away. The damage to growing crops cannot 
be estimated. 

At 10 o’clock tonight the Chicago, Milwau- 
kee and St. Paul road reports that its road 
has been cleared through that section _ of 
country, and that although its trains are two 
or more hours late they’can run'‘through. The 
Wisconsin Central has had to abandon a por- 
tion of its lines, and it is using the ** Soo”’ line 
from Prentice, Wis. The Omaha has had to 
abandon its trains. It will be several days 
before the full extent of the damage by the 
storm will be known. . 


BRIDGES AND DAMS WASHED AWAY. 


Heavy Damage at Chippewa Falls by the 
Rush of Water. 

CHIpPpewa Fauxs, Wis., May 16.—[Special. | 
—The full extent of the damage caused by the 
storm of last night in this city and vicinity is 
just becoming known. The fall of rain was 
the heaviest ever known here and washed ou: 
many streets. At 9 o’clock Mayor O. E. Lap- 
pin received a dispatch from .Bloomer, situ- 
ated on Duncan Creek, twelve miles north- 
west of this city, stating that the dam at that 
place had gone out and carried away all of 
the bridges in the village and G. I, Brooks’ 
planing mill. The same creek runs through 
the northeastern part of this city 2nd arrange- 
ments were at once made to meet the 
coming flood. ‘The creek commenced 
to rise at 1 o’clock this morning and contin- 
ued rising until 6 o'clock, showing a rise of fif- 
teen feet above low-water mark. Five bridges 
out of eight which cross the creek in the city 
were carried away.

Starvation is threatening mapy families in 
Pullma”, The people are largely Americans, 
who have been used to earning and enjoying 
the comforts of life, and they are proud. 
They are extremely reluctant to give their 
names, and many of them are en- 
during the pangs of hunger rather 
than let their condition be known. The 
committee, therefore, is obliged to make a 
canvass, aided by whatever knowledge its 
members may possess, to find those most in 
need, and when they are found they bind the 
committeemen to secrecy. It must not be

$600. But still it is a fact that many a sober, 
intelligent man, an expert mechanic, for a 
man must be an expert to work in the Pull.

There is one mem- 
ber of the General committee who 
went to work many a day last 
winter after eating a breakfast that consisted 
of a cup of coffee and two fried cakes. Many 
aman has carried for his luncheon two or 
three pieces of dry bread. These men have 
worked every hour they could get work to do. 


Destitution Is Fearful. 


Pullman is always spoken of as a “‘ model 
town.” Its buildings are supposed to be ideal, 
their ‘occupants contented and prosperous. 
But in order to see all of Pullman one musi 
walg back from the railroad several blocks, 
far enough to” be out of sight of the long 
trains of palace cars on the Michigan Cen- 
tral and [Illinois Central. The most easterly 
street is Fulton. Qn the east side of the 
street are long rows of tenement-houses 
made of rough brick. The tenements 
are half a block long and three stories high. 
Here are nine families in each house, each 
family having two or three rooms. They are 
every one in despérate need, and they have 
been in that condition for more than a year, 
notwithstanding the men have worked all they 
could. Here are examples which give a fair 
idea of the condition of the whole: 

John Granowski lives in Room No. 12 of 
Block E. Fulton street, with his wife and 
two children, aged 4 years and 14 
months respectively. He has two rooms, for 
which he pays $7.60 renta montn. There is 
one chair, a table, a bed, and a cvok stove in 
the larger room and thatisall. Although 
John is a cabinetmaker bis earnings for the 
last year at the prices paid in the Pullman 
shops aggregated $75. They had not a mor- 
sel to eat in the house Tuesday night, but 
three women brought them something yester- 
day morning. Many a time during the year 
the family has gone to hungry 
and John has had to go to work 
on an empty stomach, for, although the Pull. 
man company is “lenient,” the rents are 
somehow collected. and while he earned but 
$75 during the year he only owes $16 now for 
rent. He owes a doctor $13. 

__Imn Room No. 12 in the same block live 
Peter Miller, his wife, and three children. 
Mrs, Miller was. not only weak from 
hunger but ill yesterday. When gques- 
tioned about the family’s circumstances she 
burst into tears. She said there was nothing 
to eat in the house, that many a time last 
winter they had all gone to bed hungry and 
got up with nothing te eat. The children cry 
every day for something to eat and she can do 
nothing for them. They had so little bedding 
that they often suffered from cold last win- 
ter. Her husband had fainted at his work 
from hunger. ** I do not want to live this way 
any longer,’ moaned Mrs. Miller. * 7 
sometimes think I will take the children and 
jimp into the lake.” Miller is a cabinet. 
maker and the best he has been able to do the 
last year is to bring home $2 to $2.50 for two 
weeks’ work after paying the rent, $9.10, for 
three rooms. Last pay day he drew $7 for 
his two weeks’ work and he concluded to take 
itallhome. The rent collector was after him 
the next day, but Peter kept the money. He 
owes $18 rent. 

Nothing to Eat. 


Andrew Anderson lives at No. 246 Fulton 
street upstairs. He has a wite, three children, 
and an aged mother to support. The mother 
has been sick abed for three weeks, but Ander- 
son has no money to buy bread let alone get. 
ting a doctor for his sick mother. He contin. 
ues to earn an average of $5 a week, cut of 
which he has paid $14.60 rent for five little 
rooms. His rent is paid up to May 1. They 
too have gone to bed hungry many a day. 
Yesterday all they had in the house to eat was 
a few scraps of meat they had secyred from a 
boarding house. 

The girls employed in the various depart- 
ments have had a desperate struggle to make 
a living in many instances. A nunrber of 
them support old mothers, and in some in. 
stances little brothers and sisters, by making 
pillow cases at 35 cents a hundred and other 
work at like rates. The girl who earned $5 
in a week was the envy of her companions. 

{t has been asserted by officials of the Pull. 
man company that there has never been but 
one eviction in the history of the town. The 
records tell a different story. Neighbors add 
details that the records could not be expected 
toshow. For the information of the officials 
it may be stated that in some forty instances 
fainilies have been put out of Pullman houses 
by legal process. for non-payment of rents. 
Here are a few instances to substantiate the 
statement. Theyareall on record, along with 
others: An eviction writ was issued against 
M. J. McNulty Feb. 2. He moved and avoid. 
ed forcible ejectment. The Pullman .com- 
pens secured judgment for possession against
